With the deterioration 
of the nuclear family, people become numb to interaction itself and everything 
becomes calculated. In the postmodern era where reality is blurred with 
propaganda, agendas, manipulation and deception along with the 
deindividualization by society, identity politics, Internet conspiracy and crime 
syndicates, organized harassment, loss of reason, hyperreality, and 
Entartung — degeneration, it becomes apparent that there is a war going on, in 
which all of us play a small role in the war. The war is against the individual, 
everything in society built around deindividualization, for the reasons stated 
above. Education has led to the dulling of the mind, by information overload and 
analysis paralysis. Whether it is purposeful or not, it is apparent that the student 
suffers from a lack of individuality and ultimately—a purpose. The student is 
subject to information, not of experience. Information is only a means of insight, 
and in itself of little or no value. Thinking, especially for oneself, is important. 

The teacher or sophist is concerned with 
filling their purses instead of filling the minds of the youth, every professor is 
bound to preach optimism, replacing realism or pragmatism, common sense or 
about survival.

3 ARTICLE X 
EDUCATION 
Superintendent of public instruction, appointment, term. 


1. The Governor shall nominate, and, by and with the advice and consent of the legislature in joint vote, shall appoint a 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, who shall hold his office for two years, and whose duties shall be prescribed by law. 


Perpetual fund for support of schools. 


2. The Legislature shall encourage by all suitable means, the promotion of Intellectual, Scientifical and Agricultural improvement. 
The proceeds of all lands that have been, or hereafter may be, granted by the United States to this state, for the support of 
schools, which shall hereafter be sold or disposed of, shall be and remain a perpetual fund; the interest of which, together with the 
rents of all such unsold lands, shall be inviolably appropriated to the support of schools throughout the State. 


Common school system, yearly term. 


3. The legislature shall provide for a system of Common Schools, by which a school shall be kept up and supported in each school 
district, at least three months in every year; and any school district neglecting to keep up and support such a school may be 
deprived of its equal proportion of the interest of the public fund. 


Libraries. 


4. As soon as the circumstances of the state will permit, the legislature shall provide for the establishment of Libraries, one at least 
in each township; and the money which shall be paid by persons as an equivalent for exemption from military duty, and the clear 
proceeds of all fines assessed in the several counties for any breach of the penal laws, shall be exclusively applied for the support 
of said libraries. 


University fund. 


5. The legislature shall take measures for the protection, improvement or other disposition of such lands as have been, or may 
hereafter be reserved or granted by the United States to this state for the support of a University; and the funds accruing from the 
rents or sale of such lands, or from any other source, for the purpose aforesaid, shall be and remain a permanent fund for the 
support of said University, with such branches as the public convenience may hereafter demand, for the promotion of literature, the 
arts and sciences, and as may be authorized by the terms of such grant: and it shall be the duty of the legislature, as soon as may 
be, to provide effectual means for the improvement and permanent security of the funds of said University. 


“The Madras System consists in conducting a school, by a single Master, THROUGH THE MEDIUM OF THE SCHOLARS 
THEMSELVES, by an uniform and almost insensibly progressive course of study, whereby the mind of the child is often 
exercised in anticipating and dictating for himself his successive lessons, by which the memory is improved, the 
understanding cultivated, and knowledge uniformly increased - a course in which reading and writing are carried on in the 
same act, with a law of classification by which every scholar finds his level, is happily, busily, and profitably employed 
every moment, is necessarily made perfectly acquainted with every lesson as he goes along, and without the use or the 
need of corporeal infliction, acquires habits of method, order, and good conduct, and is advanced in his learning, 
according to the full measure of his capacity.” - Andrew Bell’s guide to the monitorial system Mutual Tuition and Moral
